There were two changes made in the teaching staff this 
year. Mrs. Dorothy Sainio moved to grades three and four 
replacing Mrs. Lucy Whittier and Mr. Rodman Redman was 
elected to teach grades seven and eight and serve as principal 
of the school. Mr. Redman is a graduate of Farmington State 
Teachers College and taught in Kingfield, Maine, before coming 
to Washington. eadt, 
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The Metropolitan Achievement Tests were given to all chil- 
dren in grades two through eight to help determine the child’s 
progress in learning school subjects. The Otis Mental Ability 
Tests were administered to grades two, five and eight to help 
determine the child’s ability to learn school subjects. These tests 
are given each year and provide valuable information for the 
teacher. 


The Washington teachers took part in a two day workshop 
on Modern Mathematics on November 18th and 19th. — This 
workshop, which was held here in the Prescott Memorial School, 
was valuable in helping teachers update themselves in the field 
of mathematics. 


New reference books have been purchased and placed in 
the library. The P.T.A. is to be commended for their efforts 
in establishing the library and providing most of the reference 
books in the library. 


New arithmetic books were purchased for grades five and 
six and plans are to get new arithmetic books for the remainder 
of the grades this year. 


The school lunch program is having financial difficulty 
which can be attributed to the fact that the participation has 
been a bit less, probably due partly to a drop of ten in the 
school enrollment. Mrs. Grierson and Mrs. Busch should be 
commended for the excellent meals they prepare each day. It 
is impossible to have a self. supporting school lunch program 
in a small school such as ours. 


The exterior of the building was painted with one coat of 
latex paint. This has stood up well so far and plans are to 
put the final coat on this summer. Because this project was more 
costly than anticipated, it was necessary to postpone painting 
which was planned on the inside of the building. 


The driveway job has been completed. After excavation 
was completed, and a base had been put in, it seemed advisable 
to have the hot top installed rather than tar. This of course

for tuition. In 1959, a total of $9,970.77 was spent on 
ary tuition and in 1963, $19,419.30 was spent for eed . 
tuition. It is necessary to budget $20,600.00 for tuition for next 

year, which is a budget increase of $2,600.00. dil aden eee = 


~The budget for teachers salaries is up ‘$1,700.00 over last. ees 
year. Part of this increase is due to necessary increases re- 
quired by law. The average salary in the State this year is over 
$5,000.00 and the average salary for Washington teachers is 
$3,920.00. As compared to towns our size, there are 108 towns 
of less than 1,000 population who do not operate a high school 
and Washington stands 75th in this group in average salary. 


There is an increase in the budget for teaching supplies 
and textbooks. This is necessary if we are to upgrade our 
textbooks and provide proper instructional aids for the teachers 
and children. 


Money has been provided in the budget which would make 
it possible to increase the janitorial service. This would make 
it possible to have the janitor available to take care of odd 
jobs for which we now pay extra. Harlan Sidelinger deserves 
a great deal of credit for the good condition and cleanliness 
of the school building and school bus. 


In special accounts the school board has drawn up a bud- 
get which will allow for a great many improvements. The re- 
pair and equipment account has been set up to cover the paint- 
ing of the exterior of the building, painting of two classrooms 
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and the hallway, electrical work to include the installation of 
a fire alarm system and a regular bell system, repair to floor 
tiles and weather striping of the three main doors. It is also 
planned to purchase a floor scrubber and polisher which will 
aid in maintaining the asphalt tile floors. 


‘The school lunch account is set up to purchase some new. 
equipment and aid in defraying food and labor costs. 


This year the school board is asking that a school bus 
reserve fund be established and that $1,500.00 be set aside 
this year and each year to establish money for the purchase of 
school buses. This reserve fund would be invested and earn 
interest and eventually eliminate the necessity of borrowing 
money and paying interest for such purposes. 


At the present time there are thirty-two School Adminis- 
trative Districts operating in Maine under the provisions of the 
Sinclair Law. This law was established with small communities 
in mind and is the answer to many problems which small com- 
munities encounter. The school committee and citizens should 
be constantly aware of these advantages and searching for the 
right opportunity for the Town of Washingiton. 


Your school committee meets once each month and it would 
be glad to confer with parents about any school problem. 
Please feel free to attend these meetings and express your feel- 
ings on educational matters. 


In closing | wish to thank the school committee, school 
employees, pupils, town officials and citizens for their coopera- 
tion during the year.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services in 
Washington in the Year 1963 


The public health nurse, a member of the staff of the Division 
of Public Health Nursing, provided public health nursing services 
in the town of Washington during the year 1963. A summary of 
these services is presented as follows: 

The nurse visited the homes of patients to meet individual 
health needs, and under medical direction of their physicians, 
was able to assist them to better understand their conditions and 
improve their health. The nurse interpreted the services of the 
Department and helped patients with referrals to the various 


' 


Divisions. 

The school health program was organized and managed 
by the nurse, assisted by health council members. Students in 
selected grades were examined by Arnold Walker, D.O. Urine 
specimens of these children were tested for the presence of sugar 
and albumin. Visits to parents to assist with health needs revealed 
by the medical examinations were made by the nurse. Immuni- 
zations for diphtheria, tetanus, smallpox and polio were offered. 
Findings of health examinations and records of immunizations 
were entered on each child’s official school health record. 

The welfare of mothers and new babies is of especial 
interest to the community and to the nurse. The pre-school and 
infant health conferences were well attended. Medical exami- 
nations and consultations with Arnold Walker, D.O., were offered. 
Diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox and polio im- 
munizations were available if needed. 

The nurse appreciates the Health Council, town officials and 
school personnel for their cooperation which brings Public Health 
Nursing Services to the community.

TO: The Residents of the Town of Washington, Maine 


Since my last report to you, we have added one RADEF 
monitor post with the necessary equipment. We now have a 
total of three RADEF posts where a daily “background” reading 
is taken and reported weekly to County headquarters. Four 
RADEF monitors made four trips to County headquarters in Rock- 
land to attend advance classes. Two residents of the Town 
have graduated from a course in bomb location, identification, 
and disposal. (Explosive Ordnance Reconnaissance) 


In Augusta there have been several courses offered in 
“Light Rescue’ — a course for members of the Fire Depart- 
ment to learn the proper methods in rescue of individuals from 
buildings. No one from Washington attended. There are many 
other courses offered at various times, such as First Aid, Home 
Preparedness and Shelter Management but so far Washington 
residents have not shown interest in attending these courses. 


RECOMMENDATION: That the Town give thought of build- 
ing a small fall-out shelter of sand filled cement blocks in the 
school basement to accommodate at least twenty-five persons 
(250 square feet). This would protect the RADEF and communi- 
cations equipment as well as the Selectmen, local director, radio 
operator, and RADEF personnel. | feel that shortly the State 
will require that suitable space be provided for the above men- 
tioned equipment and personnel for continuity of government 
in case of an emergency.

February 1, 1963 to January 31, 1964 
An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Washington for the municipal year ended January 31, 
1964. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the various officers of the Town. The examination 


included a review of cash transactions and an analysis of avail- 


able funds and expenditures. The results are incorporated in 
the following text, exhibits and schedules. 


ASSETS . . . The cash balance of $9,051.91 was reconciled with 

the statement furnished by the Depositors Trust Co., Rockland, 

Maine, and count of cash on hand. 

Taxes receivable of $7,480.83 consisted of uncollected current 
ear’s accounts of $6,895.60 and unpaid prior years accounts 

of $585.23 dating from 1951. 


Transactions affecting tax liens and tax acquired property were 
reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


LIABILITIES . . . Recorded liabilities at the close of books 
amounted to $50.52 due tax overpayments, trust funds and the 
fire department. 

RESERVES . . . Department accounts reflect an unexpended bal- 
ance of $5,229.24 being carried forward to the 1964 municipal 
year in accordance with legal requirements and/or as cus- 
tomary. 


SURPLUS . . . The unappropriated surplus of $13,662.99 at the 
year’s end displayed an increase of $6,174.31 as compared with 
the preceding year. The main factors contributing to this 
increase were the excess of available funds over expenditures, 
excise tax and supplemental taxes. 


DEBT FUND . . . The debt fund incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund reflects the outstanding school and 
ciccounts payab!e notes. During the year under audit $3,333.33 
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of the obligation had been retired leaving an: indebtedness of 
$3,333.34. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND . . . The community building fund with © 
accumulated interest totaled $1,028.82. 
TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS . . . The total amount of trust and 


special fund principals was $9,796.02 and undistributed income 
amounted to $1,387.72. The total principals and income are 
invested as follows:

GENERAL . . . It was noted that previous recommendations had

It is also 
recommended that the use of a distribution ledger be employed 
in accordance with the prescribed system of municipal account- 
ing.

Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celled checks were examined for a selected period. 

Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the re- 
ceipts retained by the collector.
